A DEPUTATION FROM CARNAR- 
VON CLUB WAITS UPON THE 
FREMISn. 

The Government Thoroughly Vindi- 
cated. 



Yosterday 11 tlepntation from tlio Car- 
narvon Clul), (.'Duais'iiii^ of Messrs. Foil, 
Hiiyward, Collier, Dalb}-, Symo, lloso, A. 
Wilson and Williams waitetl upou tho 
L'on. iMr. Elliott to iisuortaiu the viow.s of 
tho governmont in respect to tho reply of 
tbe Lieut. -Governor to an address pro- 
seuted to him by tho people of Yalo. Tho 
luenibors of the doinitatioii were cordially 
reciMved by tho Pvtituior, who brielly 
fitatetl that lust Siittirilay ho hail rooi>iviul a 
loiter from thoSucrotary of tho Uarmirvou 
Club reqiiosling an iutorviow on biisiueas 
of great public iiuportauco. As.bowovor, 
tli.it term was a very -wide deilnition, be 
(Mr. Elliott), requested tbat he might 
bo iuforined luoro particularly as to tlio 
nature of tbo iutorviow. In reply to that 
rotiuost ho bad rocoivod intiiniitioii that 
tho mattor the deput.ition do.iirod to bo 
instriictod on was whether tho govora- 
naont endorsed tho tenor of tho Lieut. - 
Governor's reply to the Yale address. 

Mr. Fell, on behalf of tho deputation, 
said ho hatl no doubt tho hou. tlio Prem- 
ier was well a(;i|U;untod witli tho nature 
of tlio docuuiout ill qucstiou, and tho 
question he would ask bis honor was, 
'•Do tho govornmont still ouclurso the 
sentiments expressed in tbe reply?" 

Hou.'Mc. Elliott— I shall be happy to 
answer a question put in a tangible form; 
but the oxpress'iou "still eiidorso" in tho 
quoatiaa yon have just asked is strange, 
especially ci^iniu^' fr.nu a gontlcmau of 
your iutolligcnco, "SLr. i'oll. To answer 
tbat question "Yes" or ''No" would of 
course imply either that tho government 
have endorsed the sentiments oxprossed 
and still do, or tbat tbey have 
endorsed tho sentiments but do not 
do BO now. If you ask me, "do the gov- 
orniuiiiit endorse those aentinioiits or have 
tbey," I will at ouco reply that they novor 
have done so and do not now (hear, hear.) 

Mr. Foil — But I, of courso, took it for 
griinted that the reply having emanated 
from the Governor had been approved of 
by tho Government. 

Hon. Mr. Eiliotfc--r cati assure tho de- 
putation that so far as my kuowledgo of 
the doeumont is coiu'crucd I did not know 
of its e.xistonco until 1 saw it in jiriut in 
The Colonist newspaper. I thoreforo 
imagine that every gentleman present had 
as early an intimaaon of its esistonca as I 
h id. A.S I wai n )t; aware of the iiatiiro of 
tho reply I luuuI /i'/! ciidorso anylhiug 
which appuiu'cd theiuiu, nor do I now en- 
dorse tbo Bontiuicnls t'x [in-sstiil us to rail- 
way maltors; in fiict, 1 think thtit it would 
have been better if tbo objoctiouablo al- 
lusions bad not been made. Tbe Gov- 
ernment I have the honor to represent 
never endorsed such o.'iprossions at all. 

Mr. Fell — I sniijiDso you know tlio ad- 
dress was a document Iroiu tho public ut 
Yale. 

ilon. Mr. Elliott — I have no luoans even 
of ascertaining that, i observe that it 
does not emanate from any public meet- 
'ing and that it bears but fivo signatures. 
It doei not profess to cnnm from tho peo- 
ple "in public meeting as-(!nibleil." 

Mr. Fell then rend tlio Lituit. -Govern- 
or's reply, of which tho following clause 
is tho objectiouablo foduro: "It grati- 
lies me very much to hear that you do not 
eympathiza with tbe view that separation 
must result from tho nou-3ommonoomont 
of railway on tho Islaml, and I bavn no 
doubt but what your views aro thonn on 
tortainod by the people of tho Province at 
large, lu fact, 1 have great doubt if any 
person really iiiouus separation uuless 
Buoh railway is begun." 

With reference to the clause Mr. 1^1- 
liott stated that ho ontiridy dis ipproveil 
of it. In f.ict, tlio entire address was lui.x- 
ed; it iiiiji.irently oout.iinod a little good 
and a gro.it deal that was objectiona- 
ble. Unfortunately he (Mr. Mlli.ittj ha.l 
no control over tho liioia.-tiovernDr or 
any other ollicer appointed by tho Cana- 
dian Qovernment. Oontiuuing, tho lion, 
the Premier said: "I can only state tbat 
my opinions as to our position with Can- 
a la on itailway niiitiers are precisely tbo 
Bamo as when I sought your HullVagos ut 
tho lust election. Tboso opinions you 
Lave uQon expressed in my written ad- 
dress and you bavo hoard them uttiu-od 
on several ocoasions. tiinoo thon I have 
novor wavered, and without betraying 
exi-'CutivQ socrots 1 may slati; lliat tho 
Ooverninent 1 repri^seut have never for- 
warded any eoini.;iirii(Mtii)n to the ('ana- 
di.m (iovernment mi Uiihvuy matters, 
nor received any from them siuce tho jio- 
tilion was forwarded by tlio House of As- 
sembly last soHsion to tbo ImpiMiid Gov- 
ernment. In fact, we liavo received no- 
thing whatever on tho (lunstiou i.'xeopt 
from tho linptnial ( ioviiriunent , and I iini 
Huro you niustagrou with me tbat it would 
bo mo.st indhscreet to deal with the Cnna 
dian Govornmont in tho premiBes until 
■wts hoar from their and our snperiorH — 
tbo Homo Government. This Ministry 
waH aiiiioyod at tho rejjly of t.lio Lieut. - 
Ctovenior to the Yale address. His E.t- 
celloncy did not eonaiilt mo on this mat- 
_^tor; if ho hail and if lio had thought lit to 
" bo guided by my humble advice the docu- 
ment in question would nevor have beoa 
forwarded. (Hear, hear.) 
JSx, Pell— Ja the Goyernment prepwed 



to tako any fiction in the matter when tho 
House meets ? Prepared either to make 
Mr. Richards "take back" what ho has 
said or, as on alternative, to stop his sup- 
plioaV 

Hon. Mr. Elliott--I supposed that Mr, 
Foil, iu common with other people, was 
aware that tbo Local Uouso does not vote 
tho Governor's supplies audoonsequoutly 
cannot "stop them." 

Mr. Fell— Bat you can stop his private 
secretary's salary and object to vole mo- 
ney for materials supplied to Oovernmeat 
House. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott— "Well, I am sure I 
had soarcoly anticipated any such ques- 
tion, and I trust that before tho Rouse 
moots tho Railway diOioulty will bo so sa- 
tisfactorily orranged by tho Imperial Gov- 
ernmont that addresses and replies will bo 
easily forgotten. I cannot, however, at a 
moment's notice say what tho Govern- 
ment will do iu case no satisfactory settle- 
ment is arrived at. If there had been 
anything in tho reply to tho addrass to 
lead either tho people of this Province, 
the Canadian Govornmont, or, more im- 
portant still, tho Imperial Goverumeut, to 
suppose that this Govornmont approved 
of tno sentiment exproasod I should h.ivo 
deemed it my duty to have instantly tak- 
en moans to remove that false impression. 

Mr, Fell— But I hold that the Govern- 
ment is responsible for the utterances and 
actions of the Lieut.-Oovornor. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott— -With great respect, 
then, for your opinion I must state that I 
dilFervorj' widely with you. 

Mr. Williams"— I'm perfectly satisfied 
with Mr. Elliott's exp.lanation. 

Mr. A. Wilson-— So am I. 

Mr. Collier— And I. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott— Whilst thanking you 
for the honor you bavo done mo by wait- 
ing on me I will state that I bavo regard- 
ed you rather us my own constitiioi.ts — 
which you really are- -tliiiu a deputation 
from a secret political organiziitinn, for 
you are doubtless aware that it ia some- 
what irregular for me to bring myself 
into official communication with you un- 
der such circumstiinces. I lii>lievo, how- 
ever, that most of the nii'iuliers of the 
Club aro loyal subjects and havi; the iu- 
teronts of Uritish Columbia at heart; my 
broach of oflicial etiquette in oxplaining 
my views to you, representing a political 
organization, may perhaps, therefore, bo 
pardonable; and I will repeat that not 
only bavo wo receiveil no communication 
from tho Canailian Govornmont on tho 
Railway quettiou since the session of tbo 
Hoiiao last session, but wo have forward- 
ed none to them. Tho only communica- 
tion on tho subject which left this Gov- 
ernment was ono to strengthen the case 
of tbe Province — if it rei|uirod strength- 
ening—to tho Imperial Govornmont. 

Mr. Collier— I am sure tho thanks of 
the Deputation are duo to Mr. Elliott for 
tho candid manner in which he bas ox- 
phiiuod tho course of the Government. 
(Hear, bear.) 

Mr. Fell — And I feel snre that our inter- 
ests are safe in his hands. 

Tbe deputation having thanked the 
Premier then retired.

The James Bay Water Monopoly. 

[Duforo lion. A. F. I'emborlou.] 

The case of Robinson (the Water Com- 
missioner) VB Monk was beard yesterday 
afternoon at the Police Barracks. Mr. 

Drake appeared for tho plaiutiir aud Mr. 
A. Iv. Kobortsoii for defendant. 

Mr. Drake, in oiiuuiug tho case, ex- 
plained that the Act dotining the Water 
Commissioner's powers provided that all 
contracts for laying water pipes or other 
similar work must be made' under the 
sanction of tbe Commissioner, and pre- 
scribed penalties for the infraction of this 
regulation. Tbat in dehanco of those 
provisions tbo del'eiidaufc Monk bad at- 
tompted to carry out, and hud partially 
carried out, a eoniract for laying certain 
pipes in James Bay Ward without Mr. 
Robinson's sanction, and that the pre- 
sent action was brought to recover tho 
penalty which tho law required in such 
cases. 

Mr. A. R. Robertson said ho did not 
intend to deny the facts alleged or that 
Mr. Monk had actetl as stated by his 
learuod friend; but bo disputed the plaiu- 
tilV's right to bring the action. He con- 
tended that tho plaintiff was an officer of 
the Corporation and had no right to sue 
except with their full knowletlgeaiid con- 
sent, wliicli certainly had not been ob- 
tained in tho present action. 

Some legal sparring thon took place 
between counsel iu the courso of which 
Mr. Drake said he was prepared to prove 
that tho Mayor and several members of 
the Council were interested in tho con- 
tract which was the subject of Iho present 
action, and it would bo necessary to call 
His Wor.-.hip the Mayor to the stand. 

The Mayor being sworn testified that 
he bad oceasioniilly employed thedofend- 
aiit.Monk; that I\loiik was then working 
for witness; bad not employed him lor 
nearlv two months provionsly; could not 
stiv exactly wlii u ho i'm[)loyi)d him last, 
(lieing [jressrd on this p')int witness, 
after cons- lering and scratching his head 
a good deal, saidj Ue had kno.vii defend- 
ant about a year; liud bold conversations 
with defendant respecting tbe laying of 
wuterpipos to James Bay, but denied hav- 
ing told Monk to lay them. After some 
objections from defendont's counsel (Mr. 
A. R. Robertson) aa to the nature of the 
ovidouco elicited ]\Ir. Drake resumed his 
examination and tbe witness admitted 
liaving furnished tbe defendant with sonio 
pipes marked Adams & Co, He (Monk) 
got the contract from the Council; wit- 
ness had simpiy allowed Monk to uso his 
(witness') name to obtain the material; 
tbe pipes were sent for witness to dispose 
of; had not boon paid for them; thought 
Monk hatl got the [)ipes; witness had not 
seen them himself; might possibly have 
said tbat he did not care whether the 
Water Commissionerapproved of tho con- 
tract or not; declined to answer tho ques- 
tion whether the contracts must bo made 
through tho agency of the Water Com- 
missioner, but asserted that all contracts 
miule by that ollicial must bo made valid 
by the rder of the Couucil. In answer 
to a question as to why this contract was 
not made by tho order of tho WaterCom- 
missioner, witness said it was made by 
the Council; witness did not 0X[)0ct to 
receive any money for the gootls; might 
not even got a commis.-ion on the tran- 
saction; ho was not rosijonsiblo for them 
any further than lending bis name might 
make him so; the money for them might 
not oven be transmitted through him, but 
might be sent direct to tho owners; the 
pipes came from Locke ^Ionlagut>; had 
told the Commissioiitu- tint be (witness) 

10 died ilixm himself as tlu^ f.ither of the 
scheme. (Jould not recollect having told 
tho phvintilT (Robinson) that he would 
carry the scheme through no maile: 
whether he reported for or against it, but 
ho would say now that he would do so. 
I'liore was no contract with Moiik only a 
jiroposition contained in a letter; the 
jiipes were ultimately to belong to tho 
city ; could not say if Locke ii Montague 
would accept jjayment for tlie pipes spread 
over a long term of years; Monk was will- 
ing to accept bis p.ay from the water rates 
as collect"d; thongiU .Monk's charges 
were low aud fancied he would bo nut of 
pocket by the job. After a slight luter- 
riiptioii canseil by !Mr. Itobertson object- 
ing to (juo^tioDs as to wbethor ho was ro. 
taiued by Mr. Drummond or by tho City 
Council the examination continued. Wit- 
ness bad not furnished Monk with ma- 
terials, ho had nothing the defondiint re- 
qiiiri'd; witness had not proiiosed Iho 
scheme to Monk; on tho contrary. Monk 
had asked him if it wa-) possible for bim 
to get tbe job; witness bad advised Monk 
to aii))ly to the Council. Could not say 
how many feet of pipe were supplied to 
.Monk; witni ss ha.l been round to the 
residents of .Tames Bay to soo how many 
he could persuaile to take the w.ite'r. 
Thought it better to carry tho water 
across as proposed by the scheme than to 
adopt the plan of Councillor Trounce, who 
wished to build jeltys to the sea water at 
.Fames Bay for tuo use of ongiues in case 
of lire. 

Cross exaniinoil by Mr. .V. R. Robert- 
son - - Wil iiess said the objt.'ct of tho scheme 
wa-< to suiqily tho water to Jamos Bay 
ward and make the coDSiimers pay for the 
j>ipes. Tho city bail no money to carry 
onl I 111! sclic'inc at the lime, 'l.'lio jupes 
hail cost the cily nothi'ig to date. 'I'he 
only drawback was that the city would 
not r.'i'cive any water rates till tho pijies 
were jiaul for. Witness iiained suveral 
ea v r, wliero individuals badhild pipes laid 

011 similar conditions, viz.: Mi^ssis. Le- 
iieN-iie, Keast, Hoatliorn and Drake, (tho 
last mimed g'eiitlem.iii howtiver denied 
thai the coin 1 1 1 n uis were the same ) Tile 
umlerstaniliiig with Monk being that ho 
was to lay tho pipes and that when ho was 
reimbursed for his outlay the pipes W(Uo 
to become tho property of tho city. Tho 
Water Commissioner had brought tho 
present action without the knowlodgo or 
consent of the Mayor or Council. This 
leriniuated tho evidence of the Mayor. 

Mr. J. D. llobinaou (tho Water Com- 
missioner) o.Kamined by Mr. Drake, said 
the connection of tho pipes laid by Monk 
and the city mains was made on tbo I'.Uh 
October last and the naid i^oiinection still 
e\isti'il. It was niad'i without witnoss' 
s iiieti'iii; had not hud any coiineetion with 
any person eiigagoil in 1. tying tho ])ipos 
with roapoct to tho matter or with Air. 
Monk, The size of the pipe was '/, inch. 
All connections made with tho oxiuiption 
of the 0110 by Monk were made under 
v.itness' aiitliority and all work (loni^ by 
such authority was by contract. T'liere was 
no pressing emergency for water in .(aiiiou 
Bay ward iil the pn;sent time so far as tl'e 
witnoss knew. Had soon all the iiarlies 
reforr .1 to in the list given to tlie ( Nuim il 
by Monk and with one or two oxooiitions 
all v;.f iis(>d to tako water at present. Wit- 
ness would have no control over the pipes 
laid by Monk. 

Gross examined by Mr. A. R. Robert- 
I son— Denied having used any inflaedoe to 



prevent auyono taking the water but sim- 
ply asked tiiom if thoy "would take it or 
not. Had not askoit for authority from 
tho Council to suo Monkj was aware of 
Monk having the co&traot only from read- 
ing tho newspapers. Tliere have been in- 
stances of pipes being laid down at tho 
oxpenso of consumers ami being reimbur.s- 
ed by half rates being charged till expen- 
ses were paid. Had not levied any rate 
in the present case. The dill'erenco be- 
tween this scheme and tho cases alludiul 
to w here pipes had been put in at the ex- 
pense of the consumers was that applica- 
tion hatl boon nuido bj* ratepayers in those 
cases. Had application been made by 
resident ratepayora in a similar manner 
iu behalf of this schomo witness uiiglit 
have soon no objection. Had boon order- 
ed by the Council to rojiort on the James 
Bay scheme but had not had time to do so 
when the contract was given to defendant. 
(Copies of letters dated ISth Seiitombor 
were road by couusol asking witness to 
report. The ooutruct Wasawardeil ou the 
2'.»tli.) Counsel examined tho witnoss at 
great length widi a view to show that he 
hud behaved iu an insubordinate and con- 
temptuous manner to the Oounoil. Wit- 
noss said he had never refused to answer 
any questions of tho Council except in 
this euso and that he considered himsolf 
the guardian of tho Water Works against 
any infringement of tho act. This closed 
tho ovidouce. 

Mr. A. R. Robertson demanded that tho 
plaintiff should be non-suited, and quoted 
from tlio 2.5th section of tho Act to show 
that tho AVater OuiiniitHioiior had power 
to suo only 111 the name of tho C!ouncil, 
and contemled that by boo. 5, which give.s 
tbo Mayor ami Cor|)oratiou power to ap- 
point aud reiuovo the Water Commisaiou- 
or, that oHicial was only a servant of the 
( 'orporation and had no right to set him- 
self up in dotiunce of tho Council. His 
pri)|icr course if he objected to tho schemo 
was to have obtained an injunction from 
the Supremo Court to prevent tho con- 
tract being carried out. He (A. R. Rc- 
bortsou) must therefore apply for a non- 
suit. 

?.Ir. Drake refused to accept a nonsuit 

anil [iressed ft>r a verdict. Ho differed 
from his learned friend as to tho meaning 
of the act. Wliilo ho admitteil that tho 
Water Commissioner was apptjinted and 
subject to removal by tbo Couucil ho did 
not regard him as a servant. Ho (tbo 
Conimi.sHionor) was appointed as a check 
on tho Corjioration and to carry out the 
pui poses of tbe Act. Tho Council more- 
over could not remove him without canae 
aud if he were simply an ordinary ser- 
vant it woultl not bavo been uocessnry to 
pass tho Act at all. He quoted clause 16 
and other clauses to show that the Com- 
missioner might sue on his own authority , 
it being provided that penalties recover- 
ed under soino clauses shoulii be paid ti) 
tho Water Coinmissioner and the monies 
used by him for water works purpoBes. 
He contended also tbat tho Council had 
uo power to make contracts without the 
Water Commissioner's consent. 

After considerable argument on the 
p;irt of the liiariicd gentleii.'aii Uis Honor 
said he doubted if hi' had power to deal 
with the case, lie tliouglu the best i)lan 
would bavo been for tho Commissioner to 
have obtained an injunction; on tho other 
hand the Council might have removed 
the Commissioner and then carried their 
schemo out. (Jlr. Drake was bore under- 
stood to saj that probably they might bo 
glad to get a Water Commis.sioner who 
would prove more llexible) . His Honor 
said that the provision of tho Act appear- 
ed conllictiug and ho would take time to 
consider the ease and reserve his decision 
ti'l noxt Tuesday. 

— Yastm-day, Lo 
Bow, the Clu uaman charged with threat- 
ening to sliuol S. D Le.vi of Xau.auuo, 
was discharged, tlii.u-c being r.o evidence 
against hiiu and Sir M. C. Begbie giving 
him an excellent character, Jimmy, an 
Indian, was sent to jail for fourteen days 
for being driinl; and disorderly; and the 
bail of a white d. and d. was iirderod en- 
treated. A summons was ordered to bo 
issued against John Lawson, charging 
bim with assaulting John M. Cleary.
